The grounding of the 90ft. 
barque The New Endeavour on a reef 
about a mile off Altona last Sunday 
would not have occurred had the 
Ports and Harbors Association heed- 
ed a warning from the Seaholme 
Boatowners Association. 


Seaholme professional fisherman Ken 
‘Wise said yesterday that association secre- 
tary Bill Lock had written to the Ports and 
Harbors Association about 18 months ago 
saying that a marker should be placed on 
the reef. . 

Mr. Wise said a marker was on the 
reef since the early 1900s when coal and 
explosives were loaded at Altona. 

| He said it had been broken in a.storm 
about three years ago and had not been re- 
placed. 

Mr. Wise said although the reef was 
a heavy one situated about four feet below 
the water line, it was only hazardous to 
boating as it was not in a regular shipping 
area. 

He said the only. other time a boat had 
run aground on the reef was in the 1963- 
64 scallop season when a scallop boat had 
gone off course in a fog. 

Mr. Wise said the reef was situated 
about three quarters off a mile south east 
of Altona and a mile south of the rifle 
range. . . : 

- :He said the marker previously used 
on the reef was like a telegraph pole which 
was about 10 ft. out of the water. 

- The New Endeavour was on a pleasure 
cruise on Port Phillip Bay with 92 pas- 
sengers on board when it ran aground. 

Mr. Wise said the boats had some 
difficulty in unloading. the passengers at 
the pier because a section of the landing 
which had been damaged just before 
Christmas had been cut away instead of 
being repaired.

SOCIAL SERVICE SY. 
ON POINT OF COLLAPSE’ 


Australia's social service system is 
on the point of collapse, said. Sun- 
shine's director of welfare services,

One class of pensioner 
that suffers badly under 
Australia’s apparent apa- 
thy for those in need is 
the deserted wife. 


A recent poverty re- 
port by | Melbourne 
University’s fnstitute of 
Applied Economic Re- 
search showed that one- 
parent families with no 
mother or no father rep- 
resents a very high per- 
centage of poverty, even 
after receipt of social 
service benefits. 

The’ report gave two 
cases of deserted wives 
in extreme poverty, 

The first had two 
girls, aged eight and six 
and was living in two 


rooms, which were cold 
and dark, had no carpet 
and was _ inadequately 
furnished, She paid $8 
rent and the landlord 
Was “friendly and help- 
‘ul’. 


Her two sons had been 
adopted by others and 
she had ceased work due 
to ill health. She was 26, 

The flat consisted of 
one living room cum 
kitchen and one bath. 


The’ family shared a 
bathroom, lavatory and 
laundry with five others. 

To heat water they 
had to boil a kettle and 
the rent included gas 
and electricity, 

The family’s weekly 
income was $23.90. Rent 
was $8 and food $12.36, 
leaving $3.54 for all 
other things, 

The second case was a

What of the other six 
weeks and how does she 
feed her family? 


These are questions 
unanswered in the red- 
tape of the social welfare 
system. 

Mr, J. Wade, Foot- 
scray registrar ‘of Com- - 
monwealth Social 


Services, said the basic.’ 


widow's pension was $44 
a fortnight if the reci- 
pient had one child. 


There is also a $2 a 
week rent allowance. 

Widows’ pensions are 
broken up into different 
scales. 


A class A widow re- 
ceives $39 a fortnight 
plus $5 for the first child 
and $7 for each other 
child. : 


No pension 

Mr. Wade said if a 
deserted wife or widow 
— classed as one under 
the social service scheme 
— has no children, she 
will receive no pension 
unless she is over 50. 

According to the 
means test, the max- 
imum allowance income 
for a class A widow is 
$10 a week for herself 
and $4 a week for each 
child. 

Assets on hand must 
not exceed $4500. 

What exactly happens 
when a local woman is 
deserted by her hus- 
band? 


If it’s the first time, 
she waits from between 
one and two weeks. 


Then she'll probably 
g0 to the Social Service 
office in Nicholson 
Street, Footscray, where 
she'll! be told she won’t 
be eligible for Com- 
monwealth assistance 
until her husband has 
been gone for six 
months. 

So she’ll be sent to the 
Family Assistance Sec- 
tion of the State Social 
Welfare Department in 
the city, to apply for 
bridging assistance, 

An officer there will 
tell her the law requires 
her to sue for main- 
tenance before she be- 
comes eligible for a 
pension, 

Once she’s agreed to 
do that, she fills out an 
application for — assis- 
tance. 

About a week later, an 
inspector is sent to her 
address to see if “she 
really lives there”, to 
check bank books and to 
form an impression of 
the family’s needs. 


Two or three days 
later, if things go 
smoothly, the inspector 
makes his report and the 
inspector makes his re- 
port and about a week 
after that, the Depart. 
ment approves the appli- 
cation. a 


Asked how ‘long it 
takes for the deserted 
wife to receive her first 
cheque;: ‘Mr. J. Laity of 


the Family- Assistance 
. Sectifn said “about 10 
days”. 


But he said this period 


would be‘longer, depend- * 


ing upon the amount.of 
work the department 
had. 

While she’s waiting 
and the bills pile up, the 
woman receives $10 food 
vouchers from local ben- 
evolent societies.

He said people like 
clergymen, justices of 
the peace, policemen or 
the like should be em- 
powered to declare a 
person in need of assis- 
tance.

At least two attempts 
were made to extend the 
railway to Sommers Pa- 
rade in 1928-29 but to no 
avail. The slogan on the 
land advertisements of the 
period was “Watch Altona 
Grow”. 

“Today Altona’s popu- 
lation is 4000 (actually 
about 1700) in 10 years it © 
will have grown to 
30,000”, announced an ad- 
vert of 1927. 


When it was decided to 
construct an adequate 
water system for Altona 
the. Company’s success 
seemed assured but it was 
not to be. Hardly any land 
was sold in 1928-29 and 
none was sold in 1930. All 
the company could hope 
for was that its coal mine 
would pay, but it too soon 
failed. 


The Company lost all 
its capital by 1935 and it 
was only the fact that the 
Company owed so much 
land tax to the Govern- 
ment that it was forced to 
stay in existence. 

A large section of the 
remaining land was sold 
in 1938-39 to persons un- 
known but at such a loss 
that it wouldn’t pay the 
first mortgage. 

The last of the Com- 
pany’s land about 1400 
acres was sold about 1949 
at approx. £40 ($80) per 
acre to Willmore and Ran- 
delr and Slough Estates 
and the Altona Beach Es- 
tates Co. Ltd. ceased to 
exist on 26/6/1953. 

The total loss to the 
Company’ was 
£230,692/6/6 ($461,384.65) 
values.
